Sales in October were of 0°6 per cent. greater 
money value than in the same month of last year, 
those of non-food merchandise showing a rise 1-4 per 
cent. Stocks at cost were 0-6 per cent. smaller at 
the end of the month than a year earlier. Employ- 
ment was 1‘8 per cent. greater. For the nine months 
February-October a decline in sales of 1-4 per cent. 
is recorded. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 764) 

Coal outputs were larger in September, 1933, than 
in the same month of last year in all the countries 
reviewed. Daily pig iron production, though smaller 
than in August, was two and a half times greater 
than in September, 1932, in the United States, and 
60 per cent. larger in Germany; in the United 
Kingdom it was the heaviest since November, 1930. 
Crude steel production was twice as great as a year 
earlier in the United States and 60 and 55 per cent.

RETAIL TRADE IN OCTOBER AND IN FEBRUARY—OCTOBER 
COMPARISON OF 1933 WITH 1932 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England,* there is given 
on page 763 a table showing the relation of sales in 
October, 1933, and in the nine months February- 
October, 1933, to the sales in the corresponding periods 
of 1932. 

Figures are also given comparing the value at cost 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of October, 1933, with those for the same date 
in 1982. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular do 
not, at present, contribute to these sections. 

The great majority of contributors now report the 
number of days on which selling took place in their 
shops during the period to which the figures relate. 
Although this information does not yet permit the ca!- 
culation of average daily sales, or the exact measure- 
ment of the difference in length between monthly sell- 
ing periods in the two years, it has enabled certain 
adjustments to be made so that the figures in Table I 
refer to approximately comparabie periods. 


SALES 


The money value of sales for October, 1983, was 
0-6 per cent. above that for October, 19382. This rise

is the second reported since January, 1931, the other 
(0-2 per cent.) having occurred in August, 1933. 
Though both these increases are only fractional, they 
are significant as tending to reinforce other indications 
that the downward movement of trade in this country 
has been arrested. Compared with 1931, total sales 
in October, 19382, showed the smallest decrease in 
value for any month since April of that year, and it 
seems probable therefore that the increase recorded for 
last month was not due to any exceptionally low level 
of sales a year earlier. 

Sales of food and perishables were 0:4 per cent. 
less in value in October than a year earlier. This 
is the smallest decline recorded during the past three 
years. The next smallest decline (1:0 per cent.) was 
recorded for the preceding month. In each of the 
previous three months sales were lower in every 
district; in October one district, the South of England, 
showed a slight increase (0-2 per cent.), while else- 
where decreases were recorded varying from 0:2 per 
cent. in Wales and the North of England to 1°8 per 
cent. in Scotland. The proportion of food in October 
was 49 per cent. of the total value reported, or rather 
smaller than usual. There is, however, no reason t0 
suppose that total sales would have shown a decline 
had the proportion of food been as high as any hitherto 
reported. ; 

Sales of non-food merchandise increased in October 
by 1-4 per cent., only one district, Wales and the 
North of England, reporting a decline (0-8 per cent.). 
The largest increase (4-7 per cent.) occurred in Central 
and West End London. Sales were higher in every 
district in two main categories, furniture and hard- 
ware. Each of these showed an increase in every

district of more than 5 per cent., the highest per- 
centage, in each case exceeding 12 per cent., being 
recorded for furniture in Suburban London and for 
hardware in Scotland. Hardware, the category for 
which the largest increase (9-4 per cent.) was recorded, 
has shown an increase in every month this year: it is 
not, however, one of the most important from the 

int of view of value. Sales of women’s wear were 
higher by 2-0 per cent., an improvement being shown 
in every district except Suburban London, where sales 
declined by 3-0 per cent., in contrast to the Central 
and West End area, where they rose by 4-3 per cent. 
Increases were also recorded in respect of men’s and 
boys’ wear, fancy goods, and sports and travel; the 
only categories for which decreases were shown were 
boots and shoes (3°5 per cent.), piece-goods (0:4 per 
cent.) and miscellaneous (4-6 per cent.) ; the movement 
of the last-named section cannot, however, be regarded 
as significant. For both boots and shoes and piece- 
goods, decreases were recorded in all districts except 
Central and West End London; while sales in the 
household goods subdivision of the latter category im- 
proved in all districts, only in the Central and West 
End area of London was there an increase in the sales 
of dress materials. 

For the nine months February-October, 1938, total 
sales were 1-4 per cent. lower in value than in the 
corresponding period of 1982. In Central and West 
End London sales were higher this year by 1-2 per 
cent.; in the other districts declines were recorded 
which varied from 2-9 per cent. in Wales and the 
North of England to 0-8 per cent. in the South of 
England. I*ood and perishables showed a decrease of 
27 per cent., while sales of other merchandise in- 
creased by 0-2 per cent. Four main categories showed 
increases, varying from 1-3 per cent. for men’s and 
boys’ wear to 9:0 per cent. for hardware. Very slight 
declines were recorded for piece-goods, women’s wear, 
and sports and travel goods, and the only appreciable 
reduction (5°2 per cent.) was in respect of the miscel-

laneous category. Boots and shoes showed no change 
from the 1982 level. 

The percentage figures given in Table III indicate 
that a comparison of total sales for the nine months 
February-October, 1933, with those for the correspond- 
ing period of 1932 yields a more favourable result: as 
regards London (i.e., London Postal District) than for 
the remainder of Great Britain. In London total sales 
increased very slightly (0-1 per cent.), while elsewhere 
they declined by 1-9 per cent. The divergence is not, 
however, so marked as that for the half-year ended 
July, when no change was shown in the total value of 
sales in London and a fall of 2-6 per cent. was recorded 
for the rest of the country. Sales in London compared 
favourably with those elsewhere in all the main cate- 
gories except furniture, the greatest differences being 
shown for boots and shoes, sports and travel goods, and 
piece-goods. The only category in which a decline 
occurred in both geographical divisions was food and 
perishables. 


STOCKS 

At the end of October the value of stocks at cost was 
0-6 per cent. lower than a year earlier, this decline being 
mainly attributable to reductions in the London dis- 
tricts. It is the smallest decline yet recorded. Fancy 
soods showed an increase of 12°5 per cent. (possibly in 
expectation of an improvement in Christmas trade) and 
the miscellaneous category and hardware showed in- 
creases of 7°7 and 3-9 per cent., respectively. Stocks of 
all other kinds of non-food merchandise declined in 
value, and in this category as a whole were lower by 
0-7 per cent. An increase of 1-2 per cent. was recorded 
in respect of food and perishables, the only category 
for which an increase in the value of stocks was re- 
corded a year ago in comparison with October, 1931. 
Stocks in this category, however, may not be fully 
representative, for reasons indicated in the second para- 
graph above.

Cartel prices were also in force in Belgium, but thin 
sheets, which are not controlled, weakened during the 
month. Lower prices were still being quoted for semi- 
finished steels, bars and plates for the British market. 
The increases in sterling prices as compared with a 
year ago ranged between 30 and 54 per cent. 


United States.—Pig iron prices were unchanged 
during September. Among semi-finished goods light 
rails increased by 4 dollars per gross ton at mills in 
the second week of the month, but declined in the third 
week by 2 doliars to 82 dollars per ton. Among 
finished steels tin-plates increased by 40 cents a box 
(100 lbs.) at Pittsburgh at the beginning of the month, 
while hot and cold rolled strips became dearer at Pitts- 
burgh at the end of the month. Reductions were re- 
corded for steel scrap, especially for heavy melting 
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steel. The quotations given in the following table

BRITISH SHIPPING IN 1932 
SOME COMPARISONS WITH 1931 


The “ Annual Statement of the Navigation and Ship- 
ping of the United Kingdom for the year 1982 ’’ has 
recently been published.* The volume contains much 
interesting and varied information regarding our ship- 
ping. Jt is divided into three sections: (1) Introduc- 
tion and abstract tables ; (2) detailed tables for the year 
1952; (3) comparative tables for the years 1928-32. 
Mach section contains tables dealing with the following 
subjects :—The number, nationality and net tonnage 
of vessels arriving at, and departing from, the ports of 
the United Kingdom in the foreign trade and in the 
coasting trade; the number and tonnage of vessels on 
the registers at the ports of the several divisions of the 
British Kmpire, and the ages of the vessels on the 
register at ports of the United Kingdom; the number 
and tonnage of vessels belonging to the United King- 
dom returned as employed, and the number of persons 
employed therein; and shipbuilding in the United 
Kingdom. 

1. FOREIGN TRADE 
(a) IANTRANCES AND CLEARANCES 

A general survey of shipping movements at ports in 
the United Kingdom during 1932 was published in the 
‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 23, 1933 (pages 443-46), when pre- 
liminary figures in respect of the year 1932 were first 
available. The figures there given of entrances and 
clearances with cargo have since been considerably re- 
vised owing to the fact that certain liners which called 
off Cowes to land or embark passengers and mails had 
been recorded in the returns incorrectly as “ in 
ballast,’’ whereas according to the regulations such 
vessels should have been included with those entered 
and cleared ‘‘ with cargo.’’ During the whole of the 
year 1982, 227 vessels of 3,308,938 tons net entered, 
and 145 vessels of 2,052,567 tons net cleared had been 
so recorded. The vessels affected were chiefly of 
German and United States nationality, but there was 
also a small amount of Dutch and British tonnage. 
Information is not available to enable a similar revision 
to be made in the figures for 19381. 

The entrances in the foreign trade during the year 
1932 at ports of the United Kingdom aggregated 69,972 
vessels of 84,665,193 tons net, of which 47,806 vessels 
of 59,369,198 tons net were entrances with cargo. The 
net tonnage of the total entrances was 5-1 per cent. less 
than the corresponding total for the previous year, 
while the number of vessels entered declined by 103 
per cent. ) 

The clearances with cargo and in ballast in the 
foreign trade during the year 1932 from ports of the 
United Kingdom totalled 70,086 vessels of 85,120,289 
tons net, including clearances with cargo of 51,069 
vessels of 55,440,788 tons net. The net tonnage of the

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total clearances was 5-4 per cent. less, and the number 
of vessels cleared 10:7 per cent. less than the corre- 
sponding figures for the year 19381. 

The average size of the vessels that entered and 
cleared at ports of the United Kingdom was larger in 
1932 than in 1931, both as regards British vessels and 
foreign vessels. This increase in average size followed 
a decrease in 1931 compared with 1930, the figures for 
the earlier year, however, being appreciably smaller 
than those for 1932. The average size of British vessels 
in 1932 was 1,268 tons net entered and 1,276 tons net 
cleared, while foreign vessels averaged 1,139 tons net 
both entered and cleared. 


RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF TRADING AREAS 

The following table relating to vessels with cargo 
shows the relative importance of the different geo- 
eraphical areas in 1931 and 1932 as measured by the 
aggregate tonnage of shipping that carried cargoes 
between them and the ports of the United Kingdom, 
with the British proportion of the total net tonnage 
entered from and cleared to each area. The figures for 
1932 have been compiled so as to be comparable with 
those for 19381 :—

As compared with the previous year there were sub- 
stantial increases in 19382 in the proportion of the 
tonnage that entered with cargo from ‘‘ West Indies 
and Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and from 
Australasia, due largely to increased shipments of 
petroleum from the Dutch West Indies and of wheat 
and wool from Australia; the proportion of the clear- 
ances with cargo to these two areas was also appre- 
clably greater in the later year. Entrances and clear- 
ances with cargo from or to the Irish Free State and 
South America—Atlantic Coast ’’ represented a 
somewhat larger proportion of the total in 1932 than in 
1931, though the actual tonnage entered and cleared 
was in both cases considerably less. A marked decrease 
was shown in the proportion of both entrances and 
clearances with cargo from and to ‘‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast,’’ while entrances from ‘‘ Northern 
Europe (Foreign)’’ and ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediter- 
rancan Countries ’’ and clearances to ‘‘ Europe (Atlan- 
tic) and Western Mediterranean Countries ’’ were 
mgood smaller than the corresponding figures 
or 1931. 


The British proportion of the net tonnage that entered 
and cleared with cargo at ports of the United Kingdom 
from and to all destinations was 64°3 per cent. in 1982 
and 64-4 per cent. in 1931. The share taken by British 
vessels varied considerably with the different trading 


areas, and in this connection it may be observed that 
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91:5 per cent. in 1932 and 91-8 per cent. in 1931 of the 
tonnage of the entrances and clearances with cargo 
from or to British Empire countries (excluding the Irish 
Free State) was British. In both years practically the 
whole of the tonnage engaged in the trade with the Irish 
Free State was British, and in respect of the ‘‘ East 
Africa, Persian Gulf, India ’’ area the British propor- 
tion was about 95 per cent.; on the other hand, less 
than 42 per cent. in 1932 and 45 per cent. in 19381 
of the tonnage trading between this country and 
‘’ Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’ and only 389-5 per 
cent. in the later and 42-1 per cent. in the earlier 
year of the tonnage trading between the United 
Kingdom and “‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries *’ related to British vessels. In addition 
to the two last-named areas there were noticeable 
declines in 1932, as compared with 19381, in the 
British proportion of the tonnage that entered and 
cleared from or to Australasia (95-2 per cent. to 
92:6 per cent.) and ‘* South and Central America— 
Pacific Coast ’’ (72:3 per cent. to 60-9 per cent.), the 
large decrease in the case of the latter area following 
a sharp decline in 1931 from the figure of the previous 
year (78:7 per cent.). Moderate increases were shown 
in the British share of the tonnage trading to and from 
‘* Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Coun- 
tries ’’ and both the Atlantic and the Pacific coast of 
North America, the percentages being 65:2, 73-9 and 
58:0 respectively in 1932, as against 63-9, 70-5 and 
55-1 a year earlier. The small proportion of British 
tonnage shown for ‘‘ other areas ’’ is due to the fact 
that foreign fishing vessels entered at United Kingdom 
ports from ‘‘ Deep Sea Fisheries ’’ are included, while 
British fishing vessels are excluded from the foreign 
trade records. In 1932, 4,482 foreign fishing vessels, 
ageregating 179,164 tons net, entered ports of the 
United Kingdom with cargo from ‘‘ Deep Sea Fish- 
eries.’’ The corresponding figures for 1931 were 5,519 
vessels, of 230,814 tons net.

(b) ArrivALs snp Departures at Ports 


The statistics relating to ports differ from those 
given in the table already referred to, in that for 
entrances and clearances a vessel is only reckoned once 
in a voyage, usually at its first port of arrival at, or 
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departure from, the United Kingdom; but for statistics 
of individual ports, arrivals and departures at each 
port are taken, irrespective of the number of poris 
called at in the course of a voyage. 

Comparing the figures for 1932 with those for 1931, 
most of the principal ports show decreases. There 
were considerable reductions at London, Plymouth and 
Southampton and also at the coal ports of Cardiff, 
Newport and the Tyne. A substantial increase was 
shown in the figures for Swansea, due to heavier ship- 
ments of both cargo and bunker coal at that port, 
while the increase at Grimsby (including Immingham) 
may be connected with pleasure cruising. London is 
the leading port, the tonnage of arrivals and departures 
combined amounting to 17°2 per cent. of the total for 
all ports of the United Kingdom. Liverpool ranks 
second with 11:2 per cent. and Southampton third 
with 8°3 per cent. 


2. COASTING TRADI: 


During 1932, the arrivals in the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom totalled 186,380 vessels of 54,050,806 
tons net, and the departures 186,288 vessels of 
53,909,185 tons net. The net tonnage of the arrivals 

ras 1°9 per cent. greater and of the departures 1°6 per 

cent. greater than the corresponding totals for 1931. 
Of the net tonnage 45:2 per cent. of the arrivals and 
45°0 per cent. of the departures related to vessels with 
cargo. 


5. DISTRIBUTION OF BRITISH SHIPPING BY 
AGE AND TONNAGE 


On December 31, 1932, there were 4,773 sailing 
vessels of 512,259 tons gross, 9,248 steam vessels of 
16,720,375 tons gross, and 38,650 motor vessels of 
2,699,507 tons gross, registered under Part I. of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, at ports of the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man, and Channel Islands. The 
gross tonnage of sailing vessels on the register was 3-9 
per cent. greater, though the number declined, and of 
motor vessels 2°4 per cent. greater than in 1931, while 
the gross tonnage of steam vessels decreased by 4:2 
per cent. The total tonnage on the register was 653,197 
tons (3:2 per cent.) smaller at the end of 1932 than a 
vear earlier.

According to the above table, 20°4 per cent. of the 
gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the 
register is less than five years of age, 40°4 per cent. is 
less than ten years of age, and 12°5 per cent. was built 
over 22 years ago. 

Over 45 per cent. of the gross tonnage on the 
register related to vessels of 6,000 tons and over. 
Among these vessels 20°1 per cent. of the gross ton- 
nage is less than five years of age, while 40-4 per cent. 
is less than 10 years of age, and only 87 per cent. is 
22 years of age and over. 

With regard to the vessels of under 1,500 tons gross, 
comprising mainly coasting and home trade vessels, 
75°7 per cent. of the gross tonnage was built over ten 
years ago, while no less than 36-3 per cent. was built 
prior to 1911. 
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New vessels (first registry) accounted for 187 vessels, 
of 94,533 tons net, of the additions to the register 
during 1932, and 75 vessels of 70,971 tons net were 
purchases from foreigners. Among the deductions 
from the register were 91 vessels of 18,386 tons net 
‘‘ wrecked or otherwise lost,’’ and 206 vessels of 
103,010 tons net broken up; 195 vessels of 389,452 tong 
net were sold to foreigners, and of this total 112,000 
tons were sold to Italy, 89,000 tons to Japan and 
69,000 tons to Greece. 


4, EMPLOYMENT OF SHIPPING AND SEAMEN 


Iixcluding vessels of under 100 tons gross, there 
were 4,369 vessels, aggregating 16,571,517 tons gross, 
belonging to the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and 
the Channel Islands which were returned as employed 
in sea trading at some time during the year 1932. The 
crews of these vessels totalled 195,724 persons, of 
whom 131,277 were British, 12,330 were foreigners, 
and 52,117 were lascars (British subjects and 
foreigners). Of the vessels included in the employ- 
ment returns 93°1 per cent. of the gross tonnage and 
nearly 89 per cent. of the total crews were engaged in 
the foreign trade, and 69 per cent. and about 11 per 
cent. respectively in the home (including coasting) 
trade. Excluding river trade vessels, there were 50] 
trading vessels of and above 100 tons gross, aggregating 
2,045,686 tons gross, not recorded as having been 
employed at any time during the year 1932. 


5. VESSELS LAUNCHED 


Excluding unregistered vessels of less than 15 tons, 
there were launched in the United Kingdom during 
1932 for British owners 66 steam vessels of 91,550 
tons net, 125 motor vessels of 3,849 tons net, and 92 
sailing vessels, chiefly barges, aggregating 7,334 tons 
net. In addition, 19 vessels of 10,838 tons net were 
built for foreign owners, including 17 steam vessels of 
10,454 tons net, one motor vessel of 161 tons net, and 
one sailing vessel of 223 tons net. ‘There was a 
decrease in 1932, as compared with 1931, of 53-0 per 
cent. in the tonnage built for British owners and a 
decrease of 86°6 per cent, in the tonnage built for 
foreigners. The total tonnage built in 1932 was less 
than two-fifths of the quantity built in the previous 
year. 


6. THE BRITISH FISHING FLEET 


At December 31,1932,the number of fishing vessels 
on the register was 14,070, of 278,660 tons net, com- 
pared with 14,079 of 278,551 tons net at the end of 
1931. As in previous years, the number of sailing 
vessels showed a considerable decrease and motor 
vessels a substantial increase. Steam vessels decreased 
slightly in number though not in tonnage. 

There was a decrease, as compared with the previous 
year, in the number of men and boys employed in 
fishing; in 1932 the estimated number was 57,997, of 
whom 51,738 were regular fishermen and 6,259 were 
occasionally employed. The corresponding number for 
1931 was 58,706, including 52,443 regular fishermen 
and 6,263 occasionals. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that the quantity of fish of British taking 
landed in the United Kingdom was slightly less in 
1932 than in the previous year. The following table 
shows the number and net tonnage of sailing, steam 
and motor fishing boats belonging to the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man and Channel Islands at the end 
of 1932 :—

TARIFF BOARD HEARINGS

GERMAN SEA TRAFFIC POLICE 
REGULATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin has forwarded a copy of ‘‘ Reichsgesetzblatt ”’ 
II No. 46 of November 7, 1933, containing Police 
Regulations for traffic on the German sea waterways, 
which are effective for all waterways from the sea to the 
German harbours, from January 1, 1934. 

This Decree, the German text of which is available 
for consultation, contains several important amend- 
ments to existing regulations, as well as new provisions, 
particularly with regard to passing vessels, seaplanes 
and signals of tank steamers carrying highly inflam- 
mable cargo. 

The new signals adopted are understood to be in 
accordance with the International Signal Code. 


ARGENTINA 


ISSUE OF EXCHANGE PERMITS 


A Decree was issued by the Minister of Finance on 
November 10 instituting a procedure whereby importers 
may obtain preliminary permits to purchase exchange 
before placing their orders. The procedure applies also 
to orders already placed. 

Preliminary permits will be granted, which will 
authorise the purchase of exchange, after Customs have 
certified importation, as and when exchange is avail- 
able. The permits will in the first place, it is under- 
stood, be issued to cover importers’ reasonable require- 
ments up to the end of June next. They will be granted 
in the light of the estimated future supplies of ex- 
change, the intention being to bring orders placed into 
relation with such supplies. 

Applications in respect of imports not covered by pre- 
liminary permits will receive consideration, but the 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS—Continued 
chance of obtaining exchange is likely to be very small. 
The Control Commission will, it is understood, pay in- 
creasing attention to the nature of the imports. 

The Decree does not, of course, affect the position 
created under the Anglo-Argentine Convention of May 
last, under which exchange arising from the sale of 
Argentine products in the United Kingdom is allocated 
to remittances to the United Kingdom. 


BritTisH CERTIFYING AUTHORITY 


The detailed explanatory regulations have not yet been 
issued. It is understood, however, that imports will have to 
be covered by an invoice bearing the visa of the Argentine 
Consul. The Board of Trade were invited to designate some 
authority in the United Kingdom to certify invoices in the 
first place, and, after consultation with the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce, Chambers affiliated to the 
Association have been designated. The exact form of certi- 
fication is not yet known, but enquiries are being made on 
this point. 

Meanwhile it is understood that importers in Argentina 
have been called upon to make a return showing imports 
effected since December, 1932, and estimated imports up to 
the end of June, 1934. The return was to be made by im- 
porters by November 30, but it is reported that a request 
has been made for an extension of the time limit until 
December 31. 


Protection or Unitep Kincpom Exporters 

As regards future shipments, it is thought that it will 
normally be desirable that before shipping United King- 
dom firms should satisfy themselves (a) that the importer 
has furnished the necessary returns to the Exchange Control 
authorities, (b) that he has secured prior exchange permits, 
and (c) that he will apply these permits to the shipments 
made by the exporter. In this connection it is understood 
that an attempt is being made in Buenos Aires to evolve a 
scheme affording some form of guarantee. 

[It is, however, probable that it will be some time before 
the scheme becomes fully operative, and the Commercial 
Counsellor to the British Embassy has obtained assurances 
that the interests of bona fide United Kingdom exporters 
will be safeguarded in the transition period. 


STATISTICAL METHODS IN INDUSTRY 
AND AGRICULTURE 


The first meeting of the newly-formed Industrial and 
Agricultural Research Section of the Royal Statistical 
Society was held on November 23 at the Royal Society 
of Arts, when Dr. R. H. Pickard, F.R.S., Director of 
the British Cotton Industry Research Association, 
gave an address on ‘*‘ The Application of Statistical 
Methods to Production and Research in Industry.’’ 

Dr. Pickard referred to the important part now being 
played in the study of the technical problems of in- 
dustry by the statistical methods initiated by Professor 
Karl Pearson forty years ago. He pointed out the 
similarity between the statistical technique used in 
problems arising in cotton trade research and that 
developed by Professor R. A, Fisher at Rothampstead 
in agricultural research. He gave a number of illustra- 
tions taken from the work of the British Cotton In- 
dustry Research Association showing the wide scope 
and utility of modern statistical methods applied to the 
sampling problems occurring in that industry. 

Discussing the question of the employment of fully- 
trained statisticians in industry, Dr. Pickard empha- 
sised the need for the statistician to be well-trained in 
a knowledge of the processes of the industry. One of 
the problems a director of research had to face was 
whether he should take on a man well versed in the 
processes of the industry and send him to have a 
special training in statistical methods, or whether to 
appoint a highly-qualified statistician and arrange for 
him subsequently to acquire the inner knowledge of 
the industry concerned. 

Dr. E. C. Snow, Hon. Secretary of the Society, in 
‘proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Pickard, indicated the 
work which it was intended the Section should under- 
take. Although the methods referred to by Dr. Pickard 
were now being applied in the research associations of

The statistics for the calendar month of August and the 
lour weeks ended September 9, 1933, have been published by 
the Minister of Transport and can be obtained at H.M.

PASSENGER TRAFFIC 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of August, 1933, was 110,974,084, 
an increase compared with August, 1932, of 5,981,976, or 
‘7 per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares increased by 7,688,578, but those at standard or 
ordinary fares decreased by 1,706,602. The receipts from 
passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed an in- 
crease of £849,402, or 13-9 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys of 
5,332,922, or 6:7 per cent., and an increase in receipts of 
£834,263, or 14-5 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcel post) were £873,979 more than in August, 1932. 


For the four weeks ended September 9, 1933, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 1,074,771 compared with 
the four weeks ended September 10, 1932.

Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 18,974,903, an increase compared with the 
corresponding four weeks of 1932 of 1,710,899 tons, or 9-9 
per cent. The freight train receipts amounted to £6,131,844, 
an increase of £399,742, or 7-0 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 324,875 more than in the corresponding period 
of 1932, an increase of 3-5 per cent. The average train load 
increased from 115} tons to 121 tons, and the net ton-miles 
per engine hour from 436} to 4573. 


VISITORS TO BRITAIN 


The Travel and Industrial Development Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland reports that the Home Office 
return of visitors on holiday from other countries to Great 
Britain and Ireland shows for October a general increase of 
10 per cent. on the same month of last year, the number 
having risen from 10,241 to 11,248. 


A feature of the return is that European visitors, parti- 
cularly from Germany (2,139, as against 1,245), France 1,991, 
against 1,893), Holland (904, against 856), and Hungary, 
show an all-round increase. An additional welcome fact is 
that, despite visitors from the United States still showing a 
decrease on previous years, the decrease last month was con- 
siderably reduced, the total being 2,218, as compared with 
2,553 a year earlier.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


CROP AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


Crops throughout Barbados are in excellent condition. 
lf favourable weather continues, the 1934 sugar crop will 
probably be about 110,000 tons. 

Trinidad prices for cocoa continue to be very depressed. 
The coming citrus crop should be a good one, especially in 
respect of limes. Exports of these latter are increasing, 
the total for the nine months ended September being 1,9524 
barrels, as compared with 180 barrels for the corresponding 
period of 1932. It is understood that no heavy work will be 
undertaken for some months in connection with the recently 
approved Deep Water Harbour scheme. 

As already reported in the press, Jamaica—principally 
the Western end—was struck by a severe hurricane on 
October 28-29, and mail advices now confirm the serious 
damage done to roads, bridges, telegraphs and railways, as 
well as to crops. The damage to banana trees has been 
very extensive, particularly in the West, where in some 
parishes the cultivation has been entirely destroyed. The 
effects of the hurricane of November, 1932, and stormy con- 
ditions experienced during subsequent months are already 
reflected in the large shrinkage of nearly 8,600,000 stems 
in the exports of this fruit from January 1 to October 7 
last, as compared with the corresponding period last year. 
It is estimated that the result of the latest hurricane will 
be to reduce the output for next year by as much as one 
half. 

In the Leeward and Windward Islands rains were fairly 
general during October. Exports of arrowroot from St. 
Vincent in the year ended September 30 amounted to 19,443 
barrels, as compared with 15,929 barrels in the previous 
year. 

Knd-of-the-year sugar grinding is now general throughout 
British Guiana. The rice market has continued to be fairly 
active, with a continuance of favourable weather conditions 
the present crop of this commodity is estimated at 50,000 
tons. The production of gold continues to increase, and 
attracts a steady influx of labour. Exports from the Colony 
in the first nine months of 1933 amounted to 6,358,069 
dollars, as compared with 5,973,530 dols. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1932, and imports into the Colony to 5,318,961 
dols., as against 5,172,485 dols.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colomal and Overseas). 





CANADA 


SILVER, ZINC AND COBALT PRODUCTION, 
JANUARY—JUNE 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London reports 
that during the first half of 1933, silver production in 
Canada totalled 7,307,948 fine ozs., valued at 2,539,563 
dollars, as compared with 9,451,611 fine ozs., worth 3,108,191 
dols., in the first six months of last year. The zine produc- 
tion during the same periods totalled 84,863,001 lbs., valued 
at 2,425,639 dollars, as against 89,065,149 Ibs., valued at 
2,075,485 dols. 

As regards cobalt, for the six months ended June 30 last 
the output was 193,150 lIbs., valued at 280,359 dols., as 
against 210,282 lbs. (238,268 dols.) a year earlier. 


ONTARIO GOLD PRODUCTION, 
JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Ontario Department of Mines reports that during 
the first nine months of the current year gold mines in the 
Province treated a slightly higher tonnage than during the 
first three-quarters of 1932, but bullion recovery (valued for 
this purpose at the standard rate of 20-671834 dollars per 
fine oz.) was 1,845,408 dols. less. Calculating exchange 
premiums, however, the value was 2,249,410 dols. greater. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that between 
November 9 and 15 the following quantities of Canadian 
fruit were shipped to United Kingdom ports:—Apples, 
164,100 boxes, 62,500 barrels, 100 half-barrels, 800 hampers, 
and 800 bundles; pears, 1,400 boxes. 

Apples shipped to foreign ports comprised Rotterdam, 
18,000 barrels; Hamburg and Copenhagen,, 6,000 barrels 
each; and Antwerp, 800 boxes.

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The steady progress noted last month continues, and trade 
reports are generally optimistic, while retail business js 
decidedly brighter. The growing popularity of the cash 
bazaars is forcing the large stores to establish similar facilj- 
ties. The prolonged drought was broken early in November 
by widespread rains in all provinces of the Union, and, 
though floods and hailstorms in some districts occasioned 
further serious losses of crops and livestock, the farming 
outlook has now much improved. The Government is pro- 
ceeding at once to the construction of the Vaal Haartz irri- 
gation scheme, estimated to cost £4 million and giving 
employment to a large number of workers for a period of 
five years. 

GoLp Output FIGURES 


The Transvaal gold output for October (26 working days) 
was 908,888 fine ozs., with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of 129 shillings per fine oz., of £5,862,328, as 
compared with 974,965 fine ozs., with a standard value of 
£4,141,388 for October, 1932 (also 26 working days). 

The Johannesburg share market has been variable, and at 
present is dull and uncertain. The cautiousness recently 
evident has been accentuated by the unsettled political and 
financial position overseas and the miners’ demands for 
higher wages and a shorter week. These demands have been 
rejected by the Gold Producers’ Committee of the Chamber 
of Mines, but an amicable solution of the question is 
expected. 

Railways earnings from April 1 to November 11 amounted 
to £14,298,244, or £698,244 above the official estimate, com- 
pared with £12,377,650 for the corresponding period last 
year. 

The revised estimate of the maize crop, based on actual 
threshings, is 8,341,000 bags. The second preliminary esti- 
mate of the Union wheat crop is 2,811,000 bags. A further 
reduction of the yield is in both cases attributed entirely to 
the drought. 

Woot, Hipes, Etc. 


Wool is now arriving at the coast in large quantities, and 
the local markets are very firm for all descriptions. Owing 
to the prospect of a considerable falling short of good wools, 
competition is very keen. A high percentage of all offerings 
is being cleared with a steady upward tendency in prices. 
The mohair market is dull, sellers being disinclined to accept 
small orders in view of the probable scarcity of supplies next 
year. Hides are slightly easier, but skins show a general 
advance in price, particularly woolled classes. 

Ostrich feathers are in large supply, but the quality 1s 
unsatisfactory. Shorts are meeting with better demand and 
wings are steady. 

Supplies of wattlebark are still scarce, but, owing to good 
rains, stripping is now proceeding. Oversea demand is slow, 
hut prices are firm. The extract market is quiet. 


FRUIT 


The citrus fruit season is nearing its end. Exports in 
October consisted of 303,880 packages, making the total for 
the season to date 2,213,122 packages, as compared with 
1,945,525 for the corresponding period last season. 


Exports of dried fruit from January to October amounted 
to 15,787,227 lbs., as against 12,976,753 Ibs. for the same 
period in 1932. 

Trade in soft goods is expanding. Country orders are 
more numerous, but largely restricted to inexpensive lines. 

The industrial position shows a steady and progressive 1m- 
provement. The building, furnishing and allied trades are 
active. 


WOOL SALES

ports in the week ended November 25 :—

FINISHING TRADE 


In September the figures were 5:4 million frs. for imports 
and 7:3 million frs. for exports, as compared with 6-0 and 
7-3 million frs., respectively, in August, these figures being 
comprised in the totals for imports and exports reviewed 
above. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In spite of an increase from 58:1 million frs. in August 
to 64-8 million frs. in September in the excess of imports 
over exports, the visible trade balance of Switzerland, while 
remaining adverse, showed but little change, exports cover- 
ing imports to the extent of 52-5 per cent. in September. 
as against 52-6 per cent. in August. 


SIAM 
RICK PRODUCTION, 1932-33 


The Acting British Consul-General at Bangkok reports 
that, according to the recent return of the Departineni of 
Agriculture, the area planted as at the end of August last 
in the 35 provinces of the Inner Circles was 10,136,000 rai, 
as against 8,941,000 rai at the same time last year, an in- 
crease of 1,195,000 rai. The extent of damage was 303,000 
rai, of which 295,000 rai were accounted for by flood, 4,000 
rai by insufficient water, 3,500 rai by crabs and 500 rai by 
insects. ‘There was, however, sufficient time for re-sowing 
in some places. The condition of the crop is reported as 
follows:—In 25 provinces doing well; in seven provinces 
doing fairly well; and.in three provinces not doing well. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
PRICE INDICES AND BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York reports that the uncertainty 
surrounding the future monetary policy is hampering 
business progress in the United States but that, neverthe- 
less, there was some improvement in general business last 
week and retail trade was better with the movement of 
seasonal goods as the temperature fell. The recent decline 
in industrial activity has been checked somewhat and there 
is an upward trend in some lines. 

The Guaranty Trust Company’s preliminary index for 
October of business activity was 66-2 against 69-5 in Septem- 
ber and 75°3 in August. The Company’s index of wholesale 
commodity prices on November 15 was 51-0 against 49-0 the 
month earlier and 35°9 the year earlier. 

Retail food prices for the fortnight ended October 24 
continued to decline. The index on that date stood at 
106-6 as against the current high point of 107-4 on Septem- 
ber 26.. The current figure is 18 per cent. above the low 
point in April. Railway freight loadings for the week 
ended November 11 were 577,676 cars, being 30,109 below 
the preceding week, but 40,989 above a year ago. They are, 
however, 112,284 below two years ago. 

Construction contracts awarded in 37 States in October 
were 145,367,200 dollars, an increase of 36 per cent. above a

year ago. The total for the first ten months of this year is 
886,198,300 dols., a decrease of 34 per cent. below a year ago. 


GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


Production of electricity for the week ended November ]] 
was 6-3 per cent. above a year ago. 

Sales of 20 store chains in October were 4:8 per cent. 
above last year. The best showing in mail order chains was 
18-7 per cent. above a year ago, reflecting improvement in 
agricultural districts. 

Cotton consumption in October was 570,771 bales, as 
against 575,937 in September and 565,222 in October, 1932. 

Commercial failures in October were 1,206, against 1,116 
in September and 2,273 a year ago. Liabilities in October 
were 30,581,970 dols., against 21,846,906 dols. and 52,869,974 
dols, respectively. 

There was a moderate increase in steel production last 
week, operations being 26 per cent. of capacity. Industry 
believes that the groundwork has been laid for a_ better 
demand when seasonal forces are removed. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended November 18 was 72-1 against 
71-6 the week before, 71:8 the fortnight before and 72-2 
the high point of the current movement reached on 
October 14. 

Reserve Banks discounts for the week ended November 15 
decreased one million dols.; holdings of Government 
securities increased two million dols.; open market  pur- 
chases increased eight million dols., this being the first 
change since August. The Reserve ratio on November 15 
was 65-1 per cent. against 65:2 both the week and the fort- 
night earlier. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 
(From the British HKmbassy) 
WASHINGTON. 

The foreign trade of the United States in the first nine 
months of 1933 shows that the trend of both export and 
import trade has been upward since February, when the 
lowest point since August, 1904, was reached. In 1932 the 
trend was downwards. 

The favourable balance of trade for the first nine months 
of 1933 was 67,874,000 dollars, as against 171,758,000 dols. in 
the corresponding period of 1932. 

The following figures, taken from a statement issued by 
the United States Department of Commerce, show the values 
of imports and exports in each of the first nine months of 
1933 and the two preceding years : —

TRADE BALANCE IN SEPTEMBER 


As shown in the foregoing table, exports during September 
were valued at 160 million dols. and imports at 147 million 
dols., a net balance of merchandise exports amounting to 
13 million dols. Exports, state the Division of Economic 
tesearch, usually show a seasonal increase of about 14 per 
cent. from August to September and imports a seasonal] 
decline of 1 per cent. This year the value of exports ad- 
vanced 22 per cent., while that of imports declined 5 per 
cent. 

The dollar value of foreign trade during the three months 
ended with September showed substantial gains from the 
corresponding period of last year. Exports in the third 
quarter were valued at 25 per cent. more than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1932 and imports at 65 per cent. more. 
Nevertheless, it should be borne in mind that while the quan- 
tities of goods moving in foreign trade increased substan- 
tially, a considerable part of the advance in both export and 
import values was attributable to higher dollar prices. 


SEPTEMBER IMPORTS 


The decline in the value of imports followed the rapid 
expansion from 88 million dols. in April to 155 million dols. 
in August. While enlarged domestic activity contributed to 
the rising volume of trade through August, the declining 
value of the dollar in foreign exchange stimulated a consid- 
erable amount of forward buying. As a result of the slacken- 
ing of business activity in August and the contra-seasonal 
decline of September, as well as the narrowing of fluctua- 
tions in dollar exchange during August and the first few days 
of September, some decline in imports was to be expected. 
Among the leading import items contributing to the smaller 
values were raw hides and skins with a decline of 1,400,000 
dols., coffee with a decrease of 2,600,000 dols., cane sugar 
from the Philippines 1,100,000 dols., jute burlaps 1,500,000 
dols., miscellaneous vegetable fibres and manufactures 
| million dols., unmanufactured wool, including mohair, 
1,800,000 dols., raw silk 900,000 dois., petroleum and products 
1,200,000 dols., and tin in bars, blocks and pigs with a de- 
cline of 2,800,000 dols. 

Despite the drop of 8 million dols. in the total value of all 
imports, five of the eleven economic groups continued to 
record higher values in September, thus offsetting in part 
the decreases in the other groups. Among the leading com- 
modities increasing most in value were crude rubber, which 
gained 800,000 dols., paper and manufactures 1,200,000 dols., 
ferro alloys 600,000 dols., art works 1 million dols., paper 
hase stocks 400,000 dols., undressed furs 600,000 dols., and 
sugar from Cuba nearly 500,000 dols. 


SEPTEMBER I.XPORTS 

Larger shipments of cotton accounted for a substantial 
share of the 29 million dols. increase in the total value of 
exports between August and September. Nevertheless gains 
were recorded throughout the entire list of commodities and 
the total value of each of the eleven economic classifications 
was greater than in the previous month. 

Kxport commodities increasing in value during the month 
included unmanufactured cotton, which gained 17,100,000 
dols., fruits 1,300,000 dols., unmanufactured tobacco 
2,300,000 dols., petroleum and products 2,900,000 dols., heavy 
iron and steel manufactures 1 million dols., agricultural 
machinery 600,000 dols., and fertilisers 500,000 dols. De- 
clines in the values of individual exports were relatively 
few and mostly small.

The Italian Government notified the Secretary-General on 
October 27 that while confirming the reservations already 
made, they must henceforward reserve their freedom of 
action in respect also of any measures they may find it 
necessary to take— 

(a) to safeguard the vital interests of the country and 
to introduce any tariff changes in respect of im- 
portant branches of the national production ; 

(b) to make technical adjustments in the tariff; and 

(c) In consequence of release from tariff obligations owing 
to the total or partial replacement of existing com- 
mercial treaties and arrangements by new ones. 


ICELAND 

Under date October 27, the Government of Iceland have 
notified the Secretary-General that while continuing to 
adhere to the Truce, they must in future reserve their right 
to take any measures that may be deemed necessary for 
the protection of the vital interests of the country in 
economic matters. y

INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON STAMP 
LAWS IN CONNECTION WITH CHEQUES 


The Convention, which was signed at Geneva on March 19, 
1931, came into force on November 29, 1933. An announce- 
ment that the instrument of ratification by His Majesty the 
King on behalf of Great Britain and Northern Ireland had 
been deposited with the Secretariat of the League of 
Nations, together with a summary of the terms of the Con- 
vention, was made in the ‘“ B.T.J.’”’ of March 3, 1932 
(page 319). 

The Convention has been ratified by the following 
countries:—Denmark, Finland, Germany, Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, Italy, Japan, Monaco, Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 


Nicargua has acceded to the Convention. 


GREECE--BRAZIL 


AGREEMENT ON COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION 

According to information received from H.M. Minister 
at Athens, an agreement providing for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment for merchandise and shipping was 
concluded between Greece and Brazil by an exchange of 
notes dated May 15, 1933, and came into force on that date. 

The Agreement is concluded for a period of one year, pend- 
ing the conclusion of a definitive Convention of Commerce 
and Navigation, and will continue in operation thereafter 
subject to denunciation at three months. ITxceptions to 
most-favoured-nation treatment are made by each contract- 
ing party in respect of favours which may be granted to 
limitrophe countries.

COFFEE AND CHICORY: STATUTORY RULES 
AND ORDERS, 1933, NO. 831 


THE Corree AND Cuicory (DrawsBack) Reeurations, 1933, 
DATED AuGusT 3, 1933, MADE BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
CusToMS AND EXCISE UNDER SECTION 22 OF THE FINANCE 
Act, 1916 (6 & 7 Geo. 5. c. 24), section 12 oF THE 
Finance Act, 1921 (11 & 12 Gro. 5. c. 32), anp section 8 
OF THE FINANCE Act, 1923 (13 & 14 Gro. 5 c. 14), PRE- 
SCRIBING THE CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH DRAWBACK MAY 
BE ALLOWED ON COFFEE AND CHICORY, AND MIXTURES 
THEREOF, AND ON GOODS MANUFACTURED THEREFROM, WHEN 
EXPORTED, SHIPPED FOR USE AS SHIPS’ STORES, OR DE- 
POSITED IN A BONDED WAREHOUSE FOR SHIPMENT OR FOR 
USE AS SHIPS’ STORES 


The Commissioners of Customs and Excise in pursuance of 
Section 22 of the Finance Act, 1916, Section 12 of the 
Finance Act, 1921, and Section 8 of the Finance Act, 1923, 
by the following Regulations prescribe the conditions on 
which drawhack shail be allowed on the exportation, the 
shipment for use as ships’ stores, or the deposit in a bonded 
warehouse for use as ships’ stores of roasted coffee, roasted 
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chicory, and mixtures thereof, and of goods in the manufac- 
ture or preparation whereof roasted cotfee or roasted chicory 
or mixtures thereof have been used. 


1.—(1’ These Regulations may be cited as the Coffee and 
Chicory (Drawback) Regulations, 1933. 


(2) In so far as it may be necessary.to meet the circumstances 
of any special case, the Commissioners may modify the applica- 
tion of anything in these Regulations, subject to such conditions 
as they may prescribe. 


(3) In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise 
requires— 

‘* Coffee ’’ means roasted coffee. 

‘‘ Chicory ’* means (unless the context otherwise requires 
or it is otherwise expressly provided} roasted chicory on 
which duty has been paid. 

‘* Mixture ’’ means a mixture of coffee and chicory. 

‘* Manufactured goods ’’ means any goods in the manufac- 

ture or preparation of which coffee or chicory or mixtures 
thereof, have been used. 

‘‘ Exporter ’’ means a person who exports as merchandise 
on drawback any coffee, chicory, mixture, or manufactured 
goods, and the expressions ‘‘ exportation ’’ and “‘ exported ”’ 
shall be construed accordingly. 

‘*‘ Shipper ’’ means a person who ships on drawback for use 
as ships’ stores any coffee, chicory, mixture or manufactured 
goods, and the expressions ‘‘ shipment’ and ‘‘ shipped ”’ 
shall be construed accordingly. 

‘‘ Depositor ’’ means a person who deposits on drawback in 
a warehouse for shipment as ships’ stores any coffee, chicory, 
mixture, or manufactured goods, and the expression “ de- 
posit’? and ‘‘ deposited ’’ shall be construed accordingly. 

‘‘ Warehouse ’’ means a warehouse approved by the Com- 
missioners for the deposit of goods under these Regulations. 

‘‘ Approved ’’ means approved by the Commissioners. 

‘* Officer ’? means Officer of Customs and Excise. 

‘‘ Proper Officer’? means the Officer of the Customs and 
Excise Station in which the premises of the exporter, shipper, 
or depositor are situated and includes a person acting as that 
Officer and also any Officer superior in matters of Customs 
and Excise to that Officer. 

‘‘ Commissioners ’’ means Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise. 


(4) The Interpretation Act, 1889,(*) applies to the interpreta- 
tion of these Regulations as it applies to the interpretation of an 
Act of Parliament. 


Part I.—SpecraL CoNDITIONS AS TO COFFEE 


2.—(1) Every exporter or shipper of coffee must produce the 
coffee to the Officer at the place of exportation or shipment for 
examination, except as hereinafter provided, and must deliver 
to the Officer at the same time a shipping bill in the approved 
form duly completed and in duplicate in the case of goods for 
exportation. 


(2) Coffee allowed on the request of the exporter or shipper to 
be examined at an approved place for removal to another place 
for exportation or shipment shall, before removal, be packed in 
packages secured at the expense of the exporter or shipper with 
wire or tape, and be plombed or sealed by the Officer, and every 
such package must be produced with plomb or seal intact to the 
Officer at the place of exportation or shipment. 


(3) The quantity of coffee deposited at any one time must 
not be less than fifty-six pounds and with each deposit the de- 
positor must deliver to the Officer at the warehouse a deposit 
bill in the approved form. 


Part I].—Specra, ConpITIONsS AS TO CHICORY AND MIXTURES 


3. Chicory roasted in the United Kingdom shall not be ex- 
ported, shipped, or deposited otherwise than from the premises 
of a chicory roaster. 


4. The quantity of any chicory or mixture exported at any 
one time must not be less than five hundredweights, and the 
quantity deposited must not be less than fifty-six pounds, and 
the quantity of any chicory or mixture shipped at any one time 
must not be less than fourteen pounds. 


5.—(1) Every exporter, shipper and depositor of any chicory 
or mixture must keep a stock account and insert therein the 
following particulars :— 

(2) the respective weights of all chicory, of all dried chicory, 
and of all mixtures, in his stock at the date of com- 
mencing to export, ship or deposit; and 

(b) as regards each operation or transaction by him from time 
to time after the said date, 

(i) the weight of chicory prepared ; 

(ii) the weight of chicory received ; 

(iii) the respective weights of coffee and chicory 
mixed ; 

(iv) the weight of all mixtures received ;

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(v) the date of the operation ; 

(vi) as regards the receipt of goods, the name and 
address of the person from whom and the date when 
they were received; and 


(vil) the weight of all chicory and of all mixtures 
respectively sent out of stock, the date when, and 
the name and address of the person to whom sent or 
in the case of goods exported or shipped the name of 
the port or place of exportation or shipment and in 
the case of goods deposited, the name and address 
of the Warehouse. 


(2) Every exporter, shipper and depositor of any chicory or 
mixture must balance the stock account once every quarter and 
must on demand made at any reasonable time produce the 
account for inspection by the proper Officer, and give that 
Officer such assistance as he may require to enable him to satisfy 
himself that the proper duties chargeable in respect of any 
chicory or mixture for exportation, shipment or deposit have 


been duly paid. 


In all cases where the exporter, shipper or depositor receives 
for exportation, shipment or deposit both chicory on which 
duty has been paid and chicory on which no duty has been 
paid the separate weights of each class of such chicory shall be 
shown in the stock account and in this Regulation the words 
‘‘ chicory *’ and “ mixture’’ shall be construed accordingly. 


6. Every exporter and depositor of any chicory or mixture, 
and every person who ships at one time not less than fifty-six 
pounds of any chicory or mixture must, before exportation, 
shipment or deposit, give to the proper Officer notice in writing 
of the date and time when the goods are to be packed for re- 
moval from the premises of the exporter, shipper, or depositor. 


The notice must be given not less than twenty-four hours 
before the time fixed for packing. 
7. Subject as hereinafter provided the exporter, shipper or de- 
positor of any chicory or mixture must, either at the time of 
giving the notice aforesaid, or at the time of the attendance of 
the Officer at the premises, produce to the Officer a shipping bill 
in the approved form, in duplicate in the case of goods for ex- 
portation, and a deposit bill in the case of goods for deposit. 


8. Any chicory or mixture with respect to which notice is 
required shall be produced to the proper Officer at the premises 
of the exporter, shipper or depositor who shall give to the Officer 
all reasonable facilities for the examination thereof, and before 
removal from such premises the chicory or mixture must be 
packed in packages properly secured at the expense of the 
exporter, shipper or depositor with wire or tape and plombed or 
sealed by the proper Officer. 

Such packages must be produced in the case of exportation 
or shipment to the Officer at the place of exportation or ship- 
ment and in the case of deposit to the Officer at the warehouse. 


9. Where the quantity of any chicory or mixture shipped at 
one time is less than fifty-six pounds, the shipper shall not be 
required to give the notice aforesaid but he shall enter the 
goods on a shipping bill in the approved form and shall produce 
the goods and the shipping bill to the Officer at the place of 
shipment. 


Parr I11.—SpecraL CONDITIONS AS TO MANUFACTURED Goops 


10.—(1) The provisions of Regulation 5 of these Regulations 
shall, except in so far as they may be modified or waived in 
any special case by the Commissioners, apply to manufactured 
goods as they apply to chicory and mixtures. 

(2) ‘The quantity of manufactured goods deposited at any 
one time shall not be less than two hundredweights. 

(3) When drawback is claimed at a fixed rate approved by the 
Commissioners in respect of the goods— 

(i) the exporter, shipper or depositor of manufactured goods 
must, before exportation, shipment or deposit give to 
the proper Officer notice of the date and time when 
the goods are to be packed for removal from the 
premises of the exporter, shipper or depositor. Such 
notice must be given not less than twenty-four hours 
before the time fixed for removal. 


(11) the exporter or shipper must prepare a shipping bill and 
the depositor a deposit bill each in the approved form 
which must be retained at the premises where the goods 
are being packed, and be produced to the proper Officer 
should he attend for the purpose of examining the 
goods. When the packing is completed, whether the 
Officer attends at the premises or not, the shipping bill 
must except in the case of goods intended to be shipped 
as stores on His Majesty’s ships be transmitted to the 
Collector at the place of exportation or shipment, so as 
to reach him before the goods have been exported or 
shipped. The exporter or shipper must if so required 
by the Commissioners produce the goods to the Officer 
at the place of exportation or shipment together with 
such shipping bill aforesaid. In the case of deposited 
goods the depositor must produce the goods with the 
deposit bill to the Officer at the warehouse. 


(4) When drawback at a fixed rate is not claimed in respect 
of the goods, the exporter or shipper of manufactured goods 
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must prepare a shipping bill and the depositor a deposit bill, 
each in the approved form and in duplicate in the case of gosds 
for exportation, and the exporter or shipper must produce the 
goods to the Officer at the place of exportation or shipment 
together with such shipping bill aforesaid. In the case of de- 
posited goods the depositor must produce the goods with the 
deposit bill to the Officer at the warehouse. 


Part IV.—GENERAL CONDITIONS AS TO COFFEE, CHICORY, 
MIXTURES AND MANUFACTURED Goops 


11. The foregoing restrictions as to minimum quantities shall 
not apply to any coffee, chicory, mixture or manufactured goods 
exported, shipped or deposited in quantities allowed by the 
special permission of the Commissioners and in compliance 
with such special conditions as they may prescribe. 


12. As regards any coffee, chicory, mixture or manufactured 
goods to be shipped on board any of His Majesty’s ships the 
shipper shall, before shipment, in addition to producing a 
shipping bill in the approved form, produce to the proper Officer 
an application for the goods from an officer of the ship in the 
approved form. If the goods are manufactured goods for which 
a fixed rate of drawback is claimed, the shipper shall, in addi- 
tion, observe the conditions of paragraph 10 (3) of these Regu- 
lations unless otherwise expressly provided. 


13. Before any coffee is produced to an Officer for examina- 
tion on exportation or shipment or before any chicory or mix- 
ture is removed from the premises of the exporter or shipper, 
or before manufactured goods are removed from the premises 
of the shipper, security to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
must, if so required, be given for due exportation or shipment 
of the goods, and for furnishing evidence to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioners of such exportation or shipment and for com- 
plying with the law and with these Regulations. 


14. Nothing in these Regulations shall be taken to relieve any 
person from compliance with the requirements of the Customs 
Acts as to application for and the allowance of ships’ stores. 


15.—(1) The exporter, shipper, or depositor, shall provide at 
his premises proper scales and weights for weighing any of the 
goods specified in these Regulations to be exported, shipped, or 
deposited, and also any necessary office accommodation for the 
Officer if and when required by the Commissioners. 


(2) The exporter, shipper, or depositor, must on demand made 
at any reasonable time, allow any Officer to enter upon his 
premises and examine any coffee or chicory of any descrip- 
tion whether roasted or not, and any mixture or any manufac- 
tured goods and any material used in the manufacture or pre- 
paration thereof, and to inspect his records and accounts relat- 
ing to such coffee, chicory, mixtures or goods and to take 
extracts therefrom, and allow him to take free of cost such 
samples as may be necessary to enable him to verify any claim 
for drawback. 


(3) The exporter or shipper of coffee shall provide facilities 
for weighing the goods at the place of examination, and shall 
allow the Officer to take free of cost any samples necessary to 
verify any claim for drawback. 


16. The Chicory (Export on Drawback) Regulations, 1917,* 
are hereby rescinded.

TARIFF BOARD HEARING 


With reference to the notice in the ‘*‘ B.T.J.”’ of October 
26 (page 603) regarding certain cases to be heard by the 
Canadian Tariff Board under Part II of the Tariff Board 
Act, 1931, information has been received from H.M. Senior 
Trade Commissioner at Montreal to the effect that the 
appeal in respect of the substance for treating shoe soles 
was dismissed. 

The appeal was against a ruling of the Department of 
National Revenue that as the substance in question, 
‘Cyclone Bleach,’’ was consumed in the process of manv- 
facture it could not properly be held to be ‘‘ partly manu- 
factured goods ’’ and accordingly exempt from sales tax, 
The sales tax legislation provides that ‘‘ partly manufac- 
tured goods shall mean only goods which are to be used in, 
wrought into or attached to articles to be manufactured or 
produced for sale, and which are articles subject to the 
consumption or sales tax.’’ (See also the Announcements 
section of this issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’) 


VALUE FOR DUTY OF UNITED STATES 
GOODS: APPLICATION OF ** DUMPING ” DUTY 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner, Montreal, reports, by 
telegraph, that an Order-in-Council has been issued, dated 
November 22, which provides that, in computing the value 
for Customs duty purposes of goods imported from the 
United States, the rate of exchange is to be taken as 1 dollar 
U.S.A. equals 100 cents of standard Canadian currency. In 
consequence, imports into Canada from the United States 
are now subject to the provisions of the Order-in-Council of 
October 10, 1931.¢ Where a relationship exists between the 
exporter in the United States and the importer in Canada 
as set out in subsection 9 of Section 6 of the Customs Tariff, 
the provisions of the Order-in-Council of June 6 last are to 
apply.+ 


The above information, having been received by telegraph, 
is subject to confirmation. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
CUSTOMS ‘TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade the text of Financial 
Resolutions Nos. 5 and 6, passed by Dail Eireann on 
November 22, with effect as from November 24. 


These resolutions provide for the enactment in permanent 
form of the increased Customs duties on empty glass beer 
bottles levied under the Emergency Imposition of Duties 
(No. 17) Order, 1933 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 16, 
pages 711 and 712) and on certain articles of apparel levied 
under the Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 16) Order, 
1933 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 2, page 644), respec- 
tively.

INTRODUCTION OF PREFERENTIAL TARIFF 
In the issue of the ‘ B.T.J.” of August 3 (page 187) par- 
ticulars were given of the provisions contained in the draft 
of “ The Customs (Consolidation) Second Amendment 
Ordinance, 1933,”’ relating to the grant of Customs Tariff 
preference on Empire goods imported into St. Helena. The 
Board of Trade have now received a copy of the Ordinance, 
as finally passed on September 1, from which it would 
appear that the changes of Customs duties to give effect to 
preference are as indicated in the “* B.T.J.”’ notice referred 
to. The Ordinance also defines the British Iimpire as ‘* The 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern lreland, 
the Dominions, India, the territories administered by His 
Majesty’s Governments in the Dominions under Mandate 
or otherwise, the British Colonies, the British Protectorates 
and protected States, and the Mandated Territories of Tan- 
ganyika, the Cameroons under British Mandate and Togo- 
land under British Mandate.”’ 

The Board of Trade have also received a copy of the 
Preferential Tariff Regulations, 1933, which are reproduced 
below for general information :— 


l. These Regulations may be cited as the Preferential 
Tariff Regulations, 1933. 

2. INVOICE AND CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN.—AI] goods entitled 
to preference under the Preferential ‘Tariff shall be accom- 
panied by an Invoice and a Certificate of Origin in the forms 
set forth in the Appendices A and B* hereto respectively. 

38. Goops MANUFACTURED IN THE British Kmprre.—Goods 
shall not be deemed to have been manufactured in the British 
Empire unless at least twenty-five per cent. of their value 
is the result of labour within the British Empire or is derived 
from materials grown or produced within the British Empire, 
and, in the case of goods included in the Schedulet hereto, 
unless at least fifty per cent. of their value is the result of 
labour within the British Empire or is derived from materials 
grown or produced within the British Empire. 

4. Propucrion or DocumentTARY Evipence.—The importer 
shall produce at the request of the Collector of Customs 
such documentary evidence relating to the goods as the Col- 
lector of Customs may require to be presented in order to 
substantiate the correctness of the particulars contained in 
the Certificate of Origin. 

5. Disputes.—Upon failure of the importer to present any 
document required under the preceding regulations, the 
Collector of Customs may direct that the goods shall not be 
admitted under the Preferential Tariff. Any dispute as to 
the duty payable may be decided by action in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 


6. ArrrIvaL orf Goops BEFORE CERTIFICATE.—When goods en- 
titled to be admitted under the Preferential Tariff reach the 
Colony before the arrival of the Certificate of Origin relating 
to the same, the Collector of Customs may authorise the de- 
livery of such goods at the preferential rate of duty on the 
security of a deposit equal in amount to the difference in duty 
between the Preferential and Full rates. Deposits made under 
the provisions of this regulation shall be carried to account 
under the appropriate head of revenue at the end of seven days 
after the expiration of the time allowed for the production of 
the Certificate of Origin. 

7. Goops not IN CONFORMITY WITH THE CERTIFICATE.— 
When goods accompanied by Certificates of Origin are not 
in uniformity with the description borne on the Certificates 
by reason of discrepancies as regards the marks or numbers 
of the packages, the number and description of the packages 
and description of the goods or the quantity or value of the 
goods, they shall not be entitled to preferential treatment 
unless the Collector of Customs is satisfied that the differ- 
ences are solely due to error. 

8. CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN TO BE RETAINED BY THE COLLECTOR 
or Customs.—Certificates of Origin produced shall be re- 
tained by the Collector of Customs and shall be filed with 
the papers of the importing vessel. A note shall be made on 
the import entry at the time of passing of such entry that 
a certificate has been produced covering the preferential goods 
specified therein.

9. PackaGe or Empire Goops.—Goods certified for entry 
under the Preferential Tariff shall be packed separately from 
other goods. The packages, however, may be enclosed with 
other goods, provided the Certificate of Origin is endorsed 
accordingly. 

10. Enrries.—Goods entitled to preferential treatment shall 
not be entered on entries along with non-preferred goods. 

11. Goops OF ONE PART OF THE EMPIRE IMPORTED FROM 
AnotHER.—Goods, the produce or manufacture of one part of 
the Empire, when imported into the Colony from another 
part of the Empire, may be admitted to preference, provided 
that the goods are accompanied by a certificate declared 
before the Customs authorities of the last port of shipment 
certifying that such goods were entered at such port as 
Empire goods, and were supported by Certificates of Origin 
at the time of admission: Provided that when the country 
from which such goods are finally exported is the United 
Kingdom or the Irish Free State, the person by whom the 
goods are finally exported or supplied may be regarded as the 
supplier for the purpose of signing the certificates set forth 
in Appendices A and B hereto.t 

12. BLenpEeD Tgea.—Tea which is blended in bond in, or is ex- 
ported under drawback from, any part of the Empire shall be 
entitled to preference in respect of that proportion of the blend 
which is certified by the proper officer of Customs or Excise to 
consist of tea grown within the Empire and to have been sup- 
ported by proper Certificates of Origin on importation into that 
part of the Empire where it was blended : Provided that if 
such tea, either before or after blending, is transhipped or 
landed at any foreign port or place, then the general regula- 
tions dealing with goods ordinarily transhipped or landed at 
such port or place shall have effect. 

13. BLrenpep Tea nor Exportep rrom Bonp.—Tea which is 
blended in and exported from any part of the Empire other- 
wise than from Bond or under drawback, shall be entitled to 
preference in respect of that proportion of the blend which is 
certified by the supplier by invoices and certificates in the 
forms in Appendices A and B heretot respectively, provided 
that such invoices and certificates are accompanied by a decla- 
ration by the exporter that the tea shipped— 

(a) consists entirely of produce of the British Empire, or 

(5) in case of blends containing tea of non-Empire origin, 

consists of blends containing a stated percentage of 
Empire tea, the country of production of such tea 
being specified. 

Provided that if such tea, either before or after blending, is 
transhipped or landed at any foreign port or place, then the 
general regulations dealing with goods ordinarily transhipped 
or landed at such port or place shall have effect. 

14. Empire Goops Surprep From A Fore1GN Portr.—Goods, 
the produce or manufacture of any part of the Empire, con- 
signed to the Colony, which have been transhipped en route at 
a foreign port or have been shipped from a foreign port after 
overland transit from the Empire country of origin shall not 
be entitled to preference unless such goods have passed through 
such foreign country in bond and are accompanied by a through 
bill of lading or railway consignment note from the country of 
production to the Colony in support of the Certificate of Origin. 
Where a through bill of “pe, or railway consignment note is 
not available, the ocean bill of lading from the foreign port of 
shipment must bear a certificate signed by the steamship com- 
pany before the British Consul that the goods have passed 
through such foreign country in bond, giving the Empire 
country of production and the number of the bonded car, in 
which case the Certificate of Origin should also be attested by 
the British Consul. 

15. Ewprre Goops Importep From Foreign Country.— 
Goods, the produce or manufacture of any part of the Empire, 
imported or re-consigned from a foreign country, shall not be 
admitted to preference. 

16. MERCHANDISE NOT FoR SaLe.—The following short form 
of certificate will, in general, be accepted as satisfactory evi- 
dence of origin for admitting at the preferential rates of duty 
in the case of postal parcels of small value arriving from 
Empire countries, where the contents are not merchandise for 
sale :— 

‘* The contents of this package are not merchandise for sale, 
and every article herein to the extent of at least *

17. Powers or CoLtLector or Customs 1n Exceptiona Crr- 
CUMSTANCES.—In exceptional circumstances, where an _ im- 
porter is unable at the time of entry to produce any document 
required by these Regulations, the Collector of Customs shall 
have power— 

(a) to admit at the preferential rate of duty, or 

(6) to reduce the amount of the deposit provided for in 

Clause 5 of these Regulations in respect of any goods 
which he is satisfied are of Empire origin and which 
are not debarred from preference by Clause 14 of these 
Regulations.

ARGENTINA 
EXEMPTIONS FROM IMPORT DUTIES 


The ‘‘ Boletim Oficial’? (Buenos Aires) of October 1] 
contains two Laws which provide for the exemption from 
import duties of certain goods imported into Argentina. 

Duty-free import of materials for tunnel construction and 
for work necessary for the installation of the underground 
railways of the ‘‘ Compania Hispano Argentina de Obras 
Publicas y Finances ”’ is granted by Decree-Law No. 11743 
and similar privileges are accorded by Law No. 11825 for 
arms, vehicles and defensive equipment of all classes, 
destined for the use of the Police Force and acquired by the 
Government.

PORTUGAL

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ” (Lisbon) for November 20 con- 
tains a Decree-Law (No. 23,237) designed to prevent the 
addition of mineral oils to petrol used in Portugal. A sum- 
mary of the Decree is given below :— 

The mixing of the mineral oils classed under Tariff No. 142 
(illuminating oils) with those classed under Tariff Nos. 143 
and 144 (petrol and unspecified ethers and essences) or under 
Tariff No. 142A (see below) is prohibited. The oils classed 
under Tariff No. 142 must be coloured, in accordance with 
prescribed conditions, before being cleared through the 
Customs. 

The following new Tariff heading is established: No. 142 A. 
Mineral oils not inflammable at ordinary temperature, 
distilling completely up to 245° C.—duty 44 gold centavos 
per kilog. (this duty is expressed in the former currency and 
must be multiplied by 24-44 to convert to the present cur- 
rency), plus a surtax of 5 per cent. of the duty. 

The oils covered by the new heading and also the unspeci- 
fied ethers and essences included in Tariff No. 144 are to be 
subject to the special surtax (taza de salvacao nacional) at 
the rate applicable to petrol, i.e., 83 centavos (present cur- 
rency) per kilog.

An additional Agreement, signed on October 21, 1933, to 
the Commercial Treaty between Poland and Sweden of 
December 2, 1924, provides for the reduction of the Customs 
duties on certain goods imported into Poland from Sweden.

IMPORT DUTIES ON JUTE SACKS INCREASED 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador reports that under 
a Decree (No. 201), dated October 3, published in the 
‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of October 4, and effective sixty days after 
publication, the duty on empty jute sacks for coffee im- 
ported into Salvador is to be increased from 14-50 to 25 dols.

To fit in with the 
scheme of things, fabrics for next season must be 
heavier, richer in texture, in some cases stiffer and 
frequently more elaborate than before. Manufacturers 
are meeting these requirements by evolving new 
weaves, by reviving favourites of fifty years ago, and 
sometimes by a combination of the two. 


RAYON AND Fancy WEAVES 


How is the new tendency making itself felt? Take 
the case of rayons. One very interesting feature 1s 
that producers are imitating and adapting to rayon 
the weaves appertaining to real silk. By that is meant 
not the crépes, satins or taffetas, but more old- 
fashioned structures such as faille, ottoman and other 
ribbed cloths, heavy faconnes and brocades, matelasses 
and similar weaves worn many years ago. 


Figured materials will be the order of the day. 
Manufacturers are also experimenting with cloths made 
of coloured yarns, and in some cases with fabrics made 
of a variety of yarns such as viscose, acetate, spun 
staple fibre and cotton, all in one cloth. If these 
experiments turn out as well as is hoped, such fancy 
weaves will be on show for the first time at the 
Exhibition. 


Corton: NEw STYLES IN ORGANDIE 


In the case of cotton, elaborate weaves would be 
somewhat out of place. Hence producers are concelr 
trating on simpler styles, such as hair cords and 
poplins, plain and printed, crépes and crimps and fancy 
honeycombs, voiles in plain, pique and check struc- 
tures. The feeling for thicker and stiffer materials 1s 
reflected by interest in pique and Bedford cord, and 
cotton tweeds made from fancy coloured yarns. 
Formalism is represented by organdie. 


Most of the leading houses display great faith 10 
organdie for next summer. This cloth, which was 
really launched at the 1933 Exhibition at the White 
City, had a good run this year, and an even wider 
appeal is prophesied for next summer. The fabric,

previously a Swiss monopoly, is now being successfully 
treated with the permanent organdie finish in Britain, 
and manufacturers are preparing new styles in fancy 
crimped, opalescent-printed and colour-printed or- 
gandie.

ENGINEERING AT BIRMINGHAM 


The engineering display at the coming Fair repre- 
sents an exhibition of its own. The group is almost 
self-contained, having four separate entrances, wide 
gangways, its own car park, buffets, lounges and 
dining-rooms. Engineering covers such a range of pro- 
ducts that it has been found advisable to divide the 
exhibits under four sub-headings, thus :— 

(a) Engineering, (b) metals, (ec) quarry, roads and 

mining, (d) transport. 


MoperN Motive Power EQuipMENT 


Those products that come directly under the term 
‘general engineering ’’ have pride of place, the fore- 
most being modern motive power equipment which is 
the driving force in all industrial operations; prime 
movers, for power generation, water turbines, steam 
boilers, gas and oil engines. In boiler house plant im- 
mense water tube boilers with mechanical stokers and 
fans are well represented, either by actual pieces of plant 
or working models to scale. As examples of special 
units, one must mention a medium-speed unit, capable 
of high specific outputs, which runs for very long periods 
without attention. It is a well designed three-cylinder 
vertical oil engine, coupled direct to a 130 kw. gene- 
rator running on oil fuel. Also engines of the two- 
cycle crude oil pattern have been adapted for pumping, 
electric lighting, sawing, or for driving agricultural and 
dairy machinery. This general purpose engine is in 
great demand in semi-isolated districts, as are the 
high-speed rotary machines which may be coupled 
direct to electric motors. The demand for these two 
types has been created by the great advances in elec- 
trification schemes. 


Pumps, WEIGHING MACHINERY, MACHINE TOOLS 


Many improvements have been made in pumps. The 
impeller pump—which is very simple in construction 
yet reliable in use—and deep well pumps will be shown. 
The latter type is driven by vertical spindle motors 
which will deliver 40,000 gallons per hour against a total 
“head ’’ of 266 feet. A new submersible bore-hole 
pump which obviates the use of a long driving shaft 
from the ground level, gives excellent results. Pumps, 
testing machines, hydraulic presses, bending presses, 
welding machines and conveyors will be covered by a 
range that will meet every demand. 

Weighing machinery is a highly specialised industry 
that is well represented by equipment for use in en- 
gineering shops, foundries, warehouses and the home. 
You may weigh a locomotive or a postage stamp. 

The automatic and semi-automatic machine tools, 
magnetic separators, drop forgings and modern plating 
plants will have their place among the displays that are 
far too numerous to mention individually. So much 
for engineering generally, but the chapter cannot be 
closed without mention of that without which 
machinery would be useless: oils, lubricating, cutting, 
blending and burning. Every kind and every quality 
will be exhibited ; its suitability for specific duties may 
be tested on the spot.

METAL EXHIBITS: METALLURGICAL J(ESEARCH 


The metal exhibits will cover sheets, sections, rods, 
bars, castings, forgings, pressings, tubes both ferrous 
and non-ferrous. Development in metallurgical re- 
search has made such strides in recent years that 
metals now occupy a most important place in the con- 
structional, furniture and domestic world. As an ex- 
ample of the Sheffield high-speed steel products— 
known throughout the world for quality and service— 
there will be shown giant blades for cutting steel plates 
for shipbuilding and huge coiled springs used in battle- 
ship construction for arresting the vibration due to 
gunfire. 

All engineering requirements are met by the metal 
industry for the electrical, shipbuilding, aircraft and 
locomotive building and the constructional industries ; 
and in every category British engineering standards and 
all other specifications—Colonial, foreign and Lloyds— 
are fully complied with. The scope of metal applica- 
tion is so wide that it would be impossible to form an 
idea of its multiplicity of uses unless a visit is paid to the 
metal exhibits. 

Continental metallurgical _experts described the 
Metal Section at the 1933 B.I.F. in Birmingham as 
being superior to that of any trade fair in Europe. The 
forthcoming display will show many improvements. 


20AD CONSTRUCTION AND MopERN TRANSPORT 


The roads and contractors’ plant exhibits will be of 
particular interest to local bedies, surveyors, contrac-

tors and civil engineers. During the period of the Fair 
actual demonstrations of plant and materials will be in 
progress. Sections of the latest types of roads will be 
laid. The whole operation from excavating to the 
finished surfaces may be seen. The plant in operation 
and on display will include excavators, power shovels, 
portable compressors, drills, trench pumps, stone 
breakers, screens, concrete mixers, rollers, tar boilers 
and sprayers, etc. In addition to plant and materials 
for construction there will be pipes, culverts, manhole 
covers, lamp standards, signal devices, robots, direc- 
tional signs and every possible accessory applicable to 
road construction and maintenance. 


Modern roads are built for modern transport. Slowly 
but surely the horse-drawn vehicle is vanishing from 
our modern ‘‘ ribbons ’’ of progress. Transport methods 
to-day so vitally affect the cost of commodities that 
they deserve far more attention than they have been 
receiving in the past. Many exhibits among the trans- 
port displays will emphasise the importance of speciali- 
sation and will tend to prove that road transport in 
particular is fully alive to the possibilities that le 
ahead. The manufacturers of garage equipment and 
petrol pumps are producing machinery and accessories 
that enable standard jobs to be carried out in less than 
half the time taken a year or two ago. Electric pres- 
sure pumps forcibly feed spirit to the tanks with speed 
and perfect accuracy of control, thus avoiding to a great 
extent the bugbear of all transport drivers--who are 
working to schedule—delay. 


GARAGE IQUIPMENT : CYCLES AND Motor CycLeEs 


Among some of the most useful garage equipment 
will be shown hydraulic lorry and car jacks; air and 
oil operated lifts for commercial vehicles; a screw jack 
which will lift up to four tons with double telescopic 
run-out; a double acting pump for washing and a series 
of compressor sets. There will be a good range of motor 
eycles in every weight and horse-power, together with 
components and accessories. The display of trades- 
men’s cycles and cycles will make a strong appeal. 
Mass production and specialisation make for efficiency 
and cheapness, and the present-day inexpensive models 
have the same merit from the point of durability and 
reliability as highly finished machines with extra re- 
finements. 


Throughout the world British motor cycle and cycle 
manufacturers have a name for all-round efficiency and 
the display at the forthcoming Fair will add further to 
their reputation, as displays are being arranged by the 
leading makers whose products are equally well known 
both at home and abroad.

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5 e. 53), it 18 pro- 
vided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reterence from the appropriate 
Department been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act and the report of the Committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
Department, that Department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in 
the United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or 
description unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Section an enquiry in relation to the classes and 
descriptions of goods to which the present Order relates 
has, on reference from the appropriate Department, 
namely, the Board of Trade (hereinafter calied the Board), 
been held by a Committee appointed for the purposes of the 
said Act and the report of that Committee has been taken 
into consideration by the Board: 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in this 
Order imported for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indi- 
cation of origin, and the Board have accordingly made repre- 
sentations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order 
should be made under the said Section 2: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 


1. It shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the 
United Kingdom any imported wireless valves or rectifying 
valves of the following descriptions :— 

(a) thermionic valves dissipating a dead loss at the 
anode not exceeding 50 watts; 

(b) rectifying valves not exceeding a capacity of 60 volt 
amperes or passing a current of more than one 
ampere, 

unless they bear an indication of origin. 

2. The indication of origin shall be durably marked in a 
contrasting colour on the bulb or cap of each valve, and also 
printed or stamped on any carton or other container in 
which the valve is sold or exposed for sale. 

3. Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the indica- 
tion of origin herein provided on exposure for sale whole- 
sale only if the person so exposing the goods is not a whole- 
sale dealer. 

4. Nothing in this Oider shall require any goods to which 
it applies to bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation. 

5. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of 
three months from the date herecf.

the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the Act, make an 
Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin:

The response to the Society’s enquiries showed that 
interest in the subject was widespread and the need 
for a common platform for discussion was clear. 


It was proposed to hold four meetings each session 
and to publish a supplement to the Society’s Journal 
(published four times a year) which would be devoted 
to the subject of statistical methods applied to industry 
and agriculture. The Society would welcome com- 
munications from firms and organisations who might 
be interested and who wish to be in touch with this new 
development. 


REGULATION OF IMPORTS OF BACON AND 
HAMS FROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


As stated in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 16 (page 
700) the Bacon (Import Regulation) Order, 1933, comes 
into force on December 1, and as from that date no 
bacon (as defined in the Order) can be imported from 
the foreign countries to which the Order applies except 
under a licence issued by the Board of Trade or a cer- 
tificate issued by the Government of a country which 
has made an arrangement for that purpose with His 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom. 


Arrangements are being made for the issue of cer- 
tificates by the Governments of the Continental 
countries to which the Order applies, while licences 
will be granted by the Board of Trade in respect of 
imports from the United States of America and 
Argentina. 


Enquiries in regard to the importation of bacon, etc., 
from the United States of America should in the first 





Although the Order does not come into operation 
until December 1, arrangements have been made for 
the regulation of imports of bacon (as defined in the 
Order) from the foreign countries to which the Order 
applies as from November 10 on the basis of a reduction 
of 16 per cent. on the previous rate of importation. 
The aggregate total allotment to foreign countries for 
the period November 10, 1933, to February 28, 1934, is 
1,979,330 ewts. This total has been allocated among 
the supplying countries as follows: —

The allocation 
to Denmark includes a provisional allowance of 
830,000 ewts. to cover the balance due to Denmark to 
adjust the amount by which imports from that country 
fell below 62 per cent. of total foreign imports in the 
period June 23, 1933, to September 15, 1933.
